Johnson Resumes 
Engineering Post 
After Four Years 

• AFTER COMPLETING three 
years’ special duty with the Mari- 
time Commission and the War 
Shipping Administration. Professor 
Arthur F. Johnson has resumed his 
post as Professor of Mechanical 
Engineering at the University. 

As agent^of Cargoes Inc., a gov- 
ernment corporation under lend- 
lease. Dr. Johnson had full author- 
ity for the completion of the "Sea- 
mobile." He reports that this uni- 
que tanker, propelled by multiple.- 
medlum-sized, standard marine Die- 
sel engines, has been successfully 
operated under commercial condi- 
tions. since 1943. 

Professor Johnson returns to the 
University where he has taught 
since 1916. subjecV to recall by the 
Government If the shipping situa- 
tion should again become critical. 
He interrupted his teaching during 
the first World War to advise the 
Navy and Coast Guard on the de- 
sign of hull and machinery, and 
the Army Engineering Corps on 
the design of dredges.

Pennsylvania, and Massachusetta* 
he will take the election," proph- 
esied another. A certain prominent 
administrator refused to commit 
himself with, “Why I won’t even 
answer that to my wife!" 

Naturally, there was the chap 
who hadn't the “foggiest" Idea on 
the election and the one who 
thought the "horse race" was going 
to be too cloee for. him to veoturp 
an opinion.

• "WHO DO YOU think will win 
the presidential election?" — This 
question caused many a faculty 
member to pick up his or her tele- 
phone and take a few minutes to 
answer this question for-^e poll 
conducted by The Hatchet* 

According to the percentage of 
the persons contacted, It was found 
that 54 per cent believed President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt will remain 
In office; 16 per cent are In favor 
of Governor Thomas E. Dewey; and 
the remaining 30 per cent are 
either undecided or unwilling to 
make any comments. It was learned 
that one-aixth of tkoae who be- 
lieve the Preaident will be re- 
elected are In favor of the Repub- 
lican candidate. 

Roosevelt’s foreign policy seemed 
to be the primary reason for belief 
In his re-«lection. One administra- 
tor sal^ "In electing Dewey, with 
his lack of diplomatic and> military 
experience, the people would be 
repudiating our gallant President, 
who up to this point has been bril- 
liant^ succesaful." Another person 
stated, "Putting a new man in of- 
fice Is too big a chance for the 
American people to take when 
there ia so gwch at stake."

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"In Addition" 

*• LAST WEEK WE DISCUSSED SOME OF THE pro’s 
and con’s In the current discussions over the eight dol- 
lar University Fee. We promised that this week we 
would go more fully into an analysis of the revenues, 
equalities, inequalities and benefits. 

First, it must be clearly understood that this 1s 
not an activities fee. As stated very clearly in the Bul- 
letin, this fee “covers all expenses incident to regis- » 
tratlon.” 

Seeking a clarification of that statement, we spoke 
with the ComptroUer of the University this past vreek, 
and were told that the fee pays the total salaries, costs, 
etc. of the Registrar’s Office, the Admissions Ofllce, 
and the Cashier’s Office. Such other benefits as are re- 
ceived, are thrown in "in addition." 

On that basis, there seems to be little argument. 
So long as activities and health are something “in ad- 
dition,” then the lee is properly charged and only by 
auditing the University’s books could we determine 
whether or not the charge is a proper one. 

However, on the basis of a registration of 6,000 
students this semester, we come up with some very in- 
teresting statistics. Income from this lee amounts to 
approximately $100,000, on the basis of 5,500 student 
per semester in the fall, and 1.500 per semester during 
the summer sessions, not paying auditing fees. 

Salaries lor the thirteen staff members of the 
three ofllces supported by this lee should come close 
to the $40,000 mark, and forms, file cards, office ex- 
penses, et al could conceivably run to $10,000. This 
would leave $50,000 lor those benefits that the student 
body gets ‘*in addition." 

Certainly the costs of three certified transcripts of 
record, the services of the placement office, and the 
budget lor the HA’TCHET are not over $10,000 per 
annum. That leaves $40,000 to provide library, gym, 
and hospital facilities in the event that the students 
should desire to use them. And the Administration ad- 
mits that the total costs of these last three do not come 
from the University Fee, only a proportional amount. 

But do not misinterpret this Editorial. We have 
no cqmeback when told that the lee covers the costs of 
registration. While we are told on one hand that a 
full life while at college must Include activities as well 
as classrooms; it does seem strange to us that we pay 
a fee to cover the costs of registration, and are told, 
paradoxically, that ."in addition" the University throws 
In certain other benefits. On top of all that we stand 
convinced that not much nxu'e than hall of this, fee 
actually goes toward registration costs. 

Either the University feels that activities are vital 
to education and is suiqiortiiig them, or it feds that 
they are only necessary "in addition."

Deadlines 


• GLANCING OVER THE proposals for the 1945 
Cherry Tree, we are at a loss to see how the deadlines 
of January 15 lor pictures and February 1 lor manu- 
script can be met. 

It is already November 7, and still the -staff is 
TENTATIVELY going ahead with work. 

As we understand it, the Investigating Commit- 
tee was appointed October 11 and was given a "fort- 
night" to have a budget, layout, schedule of pictures, 
and ideas for increased circulation ready to hand to 
the Publications Committee. 'The proposals were ready 
by October 23, which was before the deadline. Yet it 
wasn’t until last Friday that the Publications Commit- 
Tuesday, November 7, 1944 tee gave their approval. 

It is now past a “fortnight" that these proposals 
were submitted. It hardly seems logical that it takes 
more time to go over the project than It does to con- 
ceive ideas, work out a budget and coordinate them in- 
to a feasible working plan. 

The plans call for a yearbook that will be repre- 
sentative of an university with an enrollment close to 
7,000 students. It would be an annual with more com- 
plete coverage of both students and organizations. But 
to do this requires both time, work, an enlarged budget 
— and deadlines must be met ! 

This deadline is a little over two months away — 
Pictures must be taken, developed, made into cuts; ads 
must be solicited and "dummied"; there still must be 
a circulation drive to meet the budget requirements; 
organizations must be contacted, their activities cov- 
ered and presented in manuscript form ; layouts of pic- 
tures, ads, and copy must be ready, and copy reading 
must be done — All of this yet to be done in the short 
space of two months. WHY??? There is no authority! 
to make any binding commitments or to have any as- 
surance there is a future in going ahead. 

It is expecting miracles to ask a staff of 36 to work 
under such handicaps, to keep up their scholastic stand- 
ing, and then to take the blame when the yearbook 
fails to come out on time. 

We would like to extend our sympathy to another 
publication which is trying to make their deadlines!
